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Your message shook Thieu — but he's scared. 

Also attached Vance's view. 

The time factors are these: 

1. Vance wants to say something to Hanoi before 11 AM our 
time -- our originally proposed time for halting. 

2. Thieu is talking to his colleagues tonight Saigon time, this 
morning our time. 

3. Bunker recommends that if Thieu does not go along with 
our proposal for a n 24 hour delay" (stopping at 7 PM tonight our time) 
we shall tell him we shall stop unilaterally at 11 AM tomorrow. (The 

7 PM deal was geared to the 16 hour slide Hanoi imposed on us). 

4. Bunker proves that we give them a week to pull up their 
socks for the first meeting, which would be Thursday, November 7. 

(I happen to believe that quiet along the DMZ is going to be more important 
in carrying this deal in the U. S. than the first big meeting), Vance 
believes Hanoi will accept but be "astounded. " 

5. Vance would like the cessation and announcement at 7PM 
tonight. He believes an 11 AM tomorrow announcement would cause 
"real difficulty", but he does not argue it would be turned down. (If 
they are serious they would, of course, accept either time). 
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
